OF HOSPITALS 
EXISTS HERE 


Medical Convention Hears 
This Complaint of Rural 
Alberta ; 


Canadian Press 
OTTAWA, Noy. 23--A number of 
important resolutions dealing with the 
medical situation in Canada were en- 
dorsed by the third conference on 


medical services, arranged by the 
Canadian Medical association here 
Yriday, One followed the lines of 


the suggestion advanced by Dr A. J. 
Amyot, deputy minister of national 
health, “deplored the lack of accom- 
modation in Canada for the treatment 
of drug addicts. It suggested the pro- 
vinelal governments amend thelr hos- 
pital acts in such a way as to make 
provision for the care and treatment 
of drug addicts in such institutions, 

It was further urged that those hos- 
pitals be empowered to retain their 
addicts as legally committed for such 
periods as those in charge of their 
treatment may deem necessary. 

Sick Sailors 

Another resolution endorsed the 
éuggestion that, with respect to the 
treatment of sick mariners, the fed- 
eral government should impose a tax 
on vessels sufficient to defray hos- 
pital, medical and nursing costs 

The average age of the doctors in 
Canada is 44, declared Dr, G. Harvey 
Agnew, of Toronto, who presented an 
interim report on the medical survey 
of Canada, Eleven hundred physic- 
jans who replied to a questionnaire 
sent out by the C, M, A., asserted that 
iw their districts there was at present 
no shortege of doctors; but a number 
reported to the cont The aver- 
age doctor served 1,1 persons, as 
compared wifh 1,212 twenty years ago 
In the large cities of 50,000 popula- 
tion and over, there was one doctor 
to 1,233 persons; in the town, one to 
every 1,236; and in the village, one to 
1,203, 

From a material point of view the 
doctors believed themselves to be 
earning “a fair living,” although 1414 
per cent, of those communicated with 
did not think so. Rural Alberta and 
the citles of Ontario and British 
Columbia apparently give the doctors 
an indifferent lUvelihood, compared 
with other parts of Canada, One-third 
of the physicians found themselves 
lacking in hospital accommodation, 
and the deficiency was most notice- 
able in Montreal, Victoria, rural Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan,

Death List in Tidal Wave 
Onslaught Set at 
26

ST. JOHNS, Nfld., Nov. 23. 
—In an official report to his 
superiors here, Revenue In- 
spector Dee, who arrived with 
the first group of survivors 
of the tidal wave which swept 
parts of the Burin Peninsula, 
Monday, set the known death 
toll at 26. 


ST. JOHNS, Nfdl,, Nov. 23,-—Friday, 
four days after a tidal wave from an 
earthquake raced onto the Burin Pen- 
insula taking scores of lives and caus- 
ing disastrous property damage, @ 
delegation from Burin arrived here to 
present information to the government 
regarding the situation in the stricken 
area, Outstanding was a statement 
that the coast line at Burin had been 
changed. Hon. George Bartlett, prom- 
inent merchant of Burin, and heavy 
sufferer from the wave, said the 
coasta! waters in the vicinity of Burin, 
formerly capable of accommodating 
vessels of 15 tons, were too shallow for | 
navigation, 

Jumps Ashore 

Mr. Bartlett, aboard the steamer 
Daisy when the huge wave crashed 
irresistably qver the waterfront, rush- 
ed on deck at the cry, “the place ts 
sinking,” and jumped ashore when he 
found the ship eight feet above the 
wharf, Numerous cries for help added 
to the terror of the scene, The force 
of the tidal wave was indicated by the 
removal of a large building 200 yards 
from its foundation, 

Property damage estimated by Mr. 
Bartlett at not less than one million 
dollars means privations for its popu- 
lation. 

A fund is being made up here to 
relieve the distress. 

No word had been received carly 
Friday evening from the government 
steamer Meigle, which was expected 
to reach the peninsula with medical 
assistance and supplies this afternoon: 
Aid was first given by the steamers 
Daisy, Portia and Fernfield. The 
latter arrived at Burin immediately 
after the town was swept, and an-

Chief Shute wants five more men on 
the city police force. Nobody who reads 
the newspapers can doubt that he needs 
them. And there is strong reason to be- 
lieve that the newspapers have not, by any 
means, been supplied with reasonably 
complete information as to how great is 
the need of additional police protection. 

Edmonton is not conspicuous among 
western cities for the prevalence of crime, 
But it might very easily gain that undesir- 
able distinction if the enlargement of the 
force did not keep pace with changing con- 
ditions, 

The city is growing, street traffic is 
growing, there are more homes and busi- 
ness places to be robbed—and hence more 
temptation to robbery; and winter is 
coming on, when pressure of want may 
drive some men to crime. The force 
should grow with its responsibilities. 


STRENGTHEN THE FORCE 


DOING WELL AT TORONTO 


Reward wheat captured two out of the 
thirteen prizes offered for spring wheat 
at Toronto—including the first seven, 
Marquis took the other three. 

The first award came to an Edmonton 
man, the second to a Beaver Lodge farm- 
er. Third and fourth went respectively 
to Saskatchewan and Manitoba, indicat- 
ing that the competition was a real one, 
with exhibits from all parts of the spring 
wheat belt. The victories for the Edmon- 
ton and Peace River districts are the 
more significant on that account. 

Alberta sheep on the same day swept 
the boards. 

If the pace is kept in other classes, Al- 
berta stands a good chance to carry off 
more awards than any other province, 
and the provincial treasury will have to 
pay out a goodly sum under the plan to 
give a cash bonus to winners. 

EDMONTON MUST KEEP STEP 

Calgary taxpayers on Wednesday rati- 
fied three money bylaws, authorizing a 
total capital expenditure next year 
amounting to $3,995,400. 

Very plainly the people of the south- 
ern city have no doubts that the growing 
time in the west is to continue, and they 
are taking measures to accommodate the 
increase in population and business which 
this will make possible to their city. 

Edmonton people will welcome this 
declaration of confidence in the soundness 
of conditions in Alberta, and will view 
with equal gratification the evidence of 
enterprise on thie part of the residents of 
another Alberta city. 

The expenditure that is planned for 
Edmonton is only half the amount thus 
sanctioned by the Calgary taxpayers. The 
projects included in the program are es- 
sential. The finances of the city are in 
order. There should be no question, there- 
fore, that Edmonton taxpayers will also 
provide the means for carrying on a pol- 
icy of civic progress and improvement. 


THE LETTER AND THE SPIRIT 


M: Clemenceau is a realist. He has 
seen too much human nature to take words 
at their face value, even when they are 
put together to construct an international 
agreement to keep the peace, with the sig- 
natures of accredited representatives of 
nations attached.

The ear is an organ @f alarm as 
well as of hearing; it’s a built-in 
mechanism. ‘The ear is our watchdog. 
Let a door slam or a tire explode on 
the stret, and you are startled and 
shudder, An infant can be nolse- 
Startled on its first day in Ufe. Isa 
protective device. We are wakened 
out of sleep by an Blarm. When a per- 
son is in danger, as in crossing a 
street, you shout at him. ‘The auto 
honks, another source of noise, So we 
can't easily give up our sensitiveness 
to nolse. If you get very nervous you 
can't sleep for listening to the sound 
of your own pulse or the tick of the 
clock across the room. 

If you don't want to see. you turn 
yur head or shut your eyes. You 
can't close your ears except by men- 
tal inatten To learn not to lis- 
ten is an art. So you can’t write or 
reud while others are talking in the 
room because you listen with your 
mind, That at least you are spared 
in regard to nolse which disturbs 
mainly when you want to listen for 
the meaning. 

Noises with meaning like the tele- 
phone call are one kind of interrup- 
tion. But the mere bombardment of 
constant sounds is itself wearing.

Before both have done thelr work 
in noise reduction, scores of unneces- 
sary human and mechanical _nolses 
must be examined. Trucks will have a 
lareg bill of damages to human ears, 
so will honks and whistles and toots 
and newsboys and loud-speakers of 
every variety. The alr is no longer 
private, and the advertiser speaks as 
well as flashes. Some even call the 
“talkies” the “nolsies’ and long for 
the day when one could relax in 
comparative silence. 

Psychologically it all centres in the 


heavy cost of quiet; only hospitals 
scem_ to be respected and they not 
completely, Privacy, quic and clean- 


liness are getting to be costly luxu- 
ries in public, noisy, dirty cities. Man 
is a nolsy as well as a messy animal, 
he must be protected from the ills 
that his own inventions have precipi- 
tated. Back to nature means not oni 
the simple but the quiet fe. The 
disturbing effect ts not measured only 
by the volume of nolse, it depends on 
{ts quality and wearing power. We'll 
know more about {t when the com- 
mision reports on what kind of noise 
annoys a New Yorker.

The story of Queen Tanaquil re- 
cords but another instance of the in- 
fluence of women in polf*ies through- 
out history, But formerly women 
gained their power through methods 
impossible to modén “emancipated” 
women, They appealed to the super- 


| stilion of men, their lusts and their 


desires 

The husband of Tanaquil was the 
first foreigner to rule Rome, He was 
one Lucomo, a native of Corinth of 
Greek descent, who settled at ‘Tar- 
quinii % Ttaly and later removed with 
his fantily to Rome. 

As they neared the city an eagle Is 
said to have swooped down, lifted his 
cap from Lucomo'’s head, borne it 
aloft, and then, descending, placed it 
on his head again 

Tanaquil, skilled in Susy, sald 
that this was an omen foretelling Lu- 
como’s future greatness. 

He became rich and prominent in 
Rome and on the death of the king, 
Ancus, the people chose Lucomo—-now 
called Lucius Tarquinius—to succeed 
him. He proved @ good ruler, He 
built great sewers te drain the city, 
constructed a forum or market place, 
put up a@ circus and replaced the old 
wooden wall that surrounded Rome 
with a stone one. 

Lucius Tarquinius came to his death 


in this wise. One day a boy of the 
alace fell asleep in the portico, At- 
ndants saw a flame ying about 


his head. ‘They were about to extin- 
guish it with water when Queen Ta- 
ull interfered, 

“This boy is destined to greatness,” 
she declared. 

She told Lucius, who, knowing her 
skill in augury, was impressed, She 
bade him raise the boy as befitted his 
destiny and this Lucius did, making 
4 prince of him and, when he was old 


enous, marrying him to his own 
daughter, The boy was named Ser- 
vius Tullius, 


Now the sons of the former king, 
Ancus, always had been aggrieved that 
one of them had not succeeded their 
father, But, as Lucius had no son, 
they expected they would ultimately 
regain power, The adoption of Ser- 


Tullius promised to frustrate 

They decided to kill Lucius and 
selve the throne, 

The crafty Queen Tanaquil was too 
much for them. When they assassins 
ated her husband she hastened to send 
word to the people that he had only 
been stunned by his assailants’ blows, 

To Servius Tullius she said: 

“The kingdom is yours; if you have 
no plans, then follow mine.” 

She pa forward Servius to act as 
king while Lucius supposedly was in- 
disposed. As soon as the Roman stn- 
ate and the people were accustomed 
to see him on the throne, she pro- 
claimed the death of Lucius and de- 
clared Servius king. He was the first 
Roman king to reign without a vote 
of the people. 

Counselled by ‘Tanaquil, as Lucius 
had been, Servius made a good king. 
But after the death of Tanaquil sad 
events descended. 

Servius was murdered through a 
conspiracy of his own daughter, Tul- 
lia, The subsequent crimes of this 
woman and her husband as king and 

ueen caused them to be banished.

}One hundred thousand men and wo- 
men without a country, Such is the 
pitiable plight of the “White” Rus- 
sians at Harbin, Manchuria, Hound- 
Jed by their “Red” compatriots and 
without diplomatic protection against 
| the corruption and cfuelty of Chinese 
officialdom, those people, many of 
|them highly cultivated products of 
} the old regime, await inevitable de- 
olation between the upper and nether 
mill stones of Soviet and Chinese 
suppression eeee 

Nor are the Red Russians in a 
much more enviable position, Since 
diplomatic relations with China were 
broken over the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way dispute, they, too, have lost the 
benefit of consular protection, includ- 
ing the right in certain specific 
“treaty” ports of China to trial in 
their own courts. They are now at 
the mercy of ill-defined Chinese law 
It is here that one can see the antl- 
foreignism which has been stirred up 
throughout China, uncontrolled by the 
restraints of diplomatic pressure, tak- 
ing its course, 

When in Harbin the Canadian Press 
representative gathered a very clear 
and emphatic impression of what well 
informed foreign opinion there thinks 
of the treatment being accorded non 
protected foreigners by the semi- 
military authorities of northern Man- 
churia. ‘“Barbarous” was the most 
used term. The motives appear to be 
racial animosity and financial extor- 
tion. The sad plight of a Russian, 
hands tied behind his back, being 
dragged through the streets of Harbin 
is an almost daily occurrence.

By this time motorists have begun 
preparing their automobiles for wine 
ter driving. Those who are doing this 
now, and are doing it properly, will 
not regret the work it entails nor will 
they suffer any of the displeasures in 
driving that cold weather sometimes 
causes, 

Most of the work In preparing the 
motor car for the winter concerns) 
the cooling system, but there is also 
the necessity of replacing the oll and 
grease in use until now with lighter 
lubricant, and of checking up on 
tires, brakes and other essential parts 
of the automobile so that the car will 
operate efficiently over the cold 
months, 


Cold weather calls for thinner lub- 
ricant in crankcase, transmission and 
differential. The oll in the crank- 
case should be thin enough to permit 
the starter to turn the flywheel and 
crank with comparative ease on a 
cold morning. Otherwise the drain 
on the battery would be too great and 
its power spent before the car dated 
be started. 

The fact that thin oil is used} 
should not be taken to mean that the} 
oil will be less effective as a lubricant 
than the heavier oil used in sum- 
mer, If it is good oil, its lubricating 
quality is just as good as that of the} 
héavier oi]. The reason why the| 
heavy oil was used in warm weather 
was that it thinned out quickly under} 
the heat. As a matter of fact, with 
the use of both types of oil under| 
varying conditions, the lubrication of} 
the motor is the same, 

Heavy oil in the crankcase would 
freeze almost solid’more quickly: than | 
thin oil. Not only would !t therefore 
be difficult to start the moter under 
such condition, but lubrication of the 
cylinder walls, and other essential) 
parts of the engine would be retarded 
until the motor warmed up the oll) 
enough to thin it out.

Dr, McClintock believes that the next 25 or 30 years will see twice as 
many automobiles on the streets of the country as exist today. And today 
the registration is 25,000,000! 

What to do with all these automobiles, when most of them try to find 
room to park alinost at the same time in the business district, is the 
problem that must be solved even before it presents itself, Dr. McClintock 
Suggests the construction of large garages within big business buildings 
in the heart of the downtown areas, so that persons driving to work or to 
a business appointment will not have to waste a good deal of their time 
finding a place to park or, after doing so, walking a half mile or more to 
their destination 

Some of the latest skyscrapers in the large cities of the country are 
incorporating just such faoilities. But many are still being planned with- 
out such provision, Property values are considered much too high to waste 
space on automobiles. Yet the automobiles are the means of bringing to- 
gether the very people who are instrumental in keeping those property 
values up. Lacking garage facilities, future office buildings in congested 
downtown districts will merely force prospective tenants to move outward 
where there are better chances of getting to their offices without delay 
or difficulty, 

Drawing the automobiles in from the street will bring about an ease- 
ment of traffic that should bring joy to the hearts of motorists, pedes- 
trlans and police alike.

(4) That the Dominion government | 
be petitioned to commence and carry | 
to completion as rapidly as possible, 
a trans-Canadian highway, construct- 
ed and maintained by federal money, 
or in Ieu thereof, make avallable a 
federal grant in aid of provincial 
highway construction, by means of 
which a trans-Canadian highway may 
be developed. 

These resolutions will be placed be- 


fore the provincial government by a 
delegation some time in the’ near 
future,

“Trousers of Taffeta”

We get another glimpse of life be- 
hind the shutters of the purdah—at 
the child wives, matriarchs, concu- 
bines and slave girls of India in 
Margaret Wilson's new book, “Trous- 
ers of Taffeta.” 

This author, best known for her 
prize novel, ‘The Able McLaughilins,” 
went to India as a missionary after 
her graduation from the University 
of Chicago,

a decent western man is hard to con- 
ceive

worship, He would know that he

“Mother India’ has been as bitter 
to these posing godlets as quinine to a 
malaria patient and as beneficent, I 
know to my sorrow all that is 
in the book, and to my joy, a great 
deal more beside, It is that 
knowledge—of the lovableness of the 
Indian women--that I have tried to 
I have failed.

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§ the Nayavit pursued her way trom 
Montreal down the north shore of the 
St. Lawrence river, stopping for more 
passengers and freight at every village, thgye 
was talk of flies, dry and wet, rods great and 
little, gaffing and netting, salmon fishing, sea- 
trout fishing, the, best time and place for each, 
mentions of the various rivers that flow into 
the St. Lawrence along this coast, analysis of 
the merits of each, recollections of other fisher- 
men and other years, the proponents of cach 
variety of tackle, fish, river, method of killing 
and so on vigorously attacking his opponents’ 
views and warmly defending his own, 

There were fishermen aboard for Spruce 
brook, and Harry's brook, Fox island river, 
the Serpentine, the Upper Humber and the 
Lower Humber on the west coast of New- 
foundland; and another group bound for the 
rivers of the north shore of the St. Lawrence. 
Che former group were free-lances; fishing in 
Newfoundland is open to the public and they 
could fish salmon on any river there, par 
icularly as there are so many good salmon 
vivers in Newfoundland the fishing is good on 
some of them at some time or other all the way 
from the opening of the season in the middle of 
May until the close of it in the middle of 
September. 

The fishermen in the other group, the 
north shore crowd, on the other hand, were 
each going to their own rivers or clse as the 
guest of owners, and each owner was ac- 
cbmpanied by a party of friends and in some 
cases by a small retinue of servants, Their 
‘fishing was far from being free, for the 
salmon rivers of Quebec, like those of New 
Brunswick, are controlled by the government 
and are sold or leased to individuals and clubs. 
Many of the north shore rivers are already 
owned or leased on that basis, but not quite 
all; the government still has some available, 
and sometimes an owner too leases for a 
season all or part of his river. 

There are over fifty rivers between 
ladousac where the real north shore starts, 
ud Natshquan, where it ends, a distance of 
about five hundred miles, or an average of one 
every ten miles, Theo smaller rivers are so 
frequent that many of them are not even 
named, There are over twenty more on the 
Canadian Labrador between Natshquan and 
Blanc Sablon, All come down from the Arctic 
Watershed on the northern slope of which other 
rivers pour into the Arctic ocean. Some of 
these north shore rivers that feed into the St. 
Lawrence are three hundred miles long, half 
of them are long anc wide rivers, and most of 
them are salmon rivers. Most of these can be 
fished from the shore, which offers better 
sport than canoe fishing. Canoes are used on 
wide rivers or if one wishes to travel and fish 
many pools. 

“A great river!” breathed Premier Tascher- 
eau. We were leaning over the rail, watching 
the green shore of the St. Lawrence slip by. 
“The best salmon rivers in the world are here,” 
he said, “pouring down straight from the 
Arctic, full of salmon, clear and cold, That's 
good for the salmon. The Moisie,” he rolled 
the word under his tongue as though he loved 
its very sound, “comes three hundred miles 
that way.” 

“Yes, but they’re all leased,” I ventured. 
“Do you think that’s a good thing for this 
province? To lease and sell the salmon pools,” 

“Certainly I do,” the head of the govern- 
ment replied. “The province receives a half 
million dollars in revenue, and the people 
around the rivers get even more for work as 
guides and other employment and in expenses 
incurred by the club, Salmon fishermen are a 
wealthy class. You ‘ncw, they have to be,” he 
smiled, “and they spend money freely. in the 
country to get good sport. They re-stock the 
streams and conserve the fish. In the Moisic 
we catch the biggest fish on the coast. The 
average is twerty-two pounds, That is due to 
conservation. The club planted Scotch salmon 
there fifty years ago. They are larger than 
ours. A salmon always comes back to its 
natal stream, so we reap the benefit of that 
planting to-day. That is something the Indians 
around here would never do; they don’t think 
of the future.” 


Where Fishing is Expensive 


“ ES, but " and I gave the views of one 

who cannot own a salmon river and be- 
fieves, hcwever mistakenly, that governments 
¢an protect salmon rivers as well as private 
owners do, and that the fishing does remain 
good when it is open to the public, as it is in 
Newfoundland and to a lesser degree in Nova 
Scotia, 

Mr. Taschereau has been fishing on the 
Mojsie for twenty years, since the days of it 
early ownership by I. W. Adams cf Boston, 
then president of the American Twine 
Company. “He was the keenest sportsman I 
ever knew,” lamented Mr. Taschereau. “He 
knew more about fish, especially salmon, than 
any man in Canada. He owned the river 
lfimself but his son, Mr. I, 8. Adams, who is 
himself a great sportsman and an ideal host, 
has made a club of it. He also maintains a 
shooting preserve at Seal island, between Islet 
and Baie St. Paul.” 

“The Adams family,” said the American 
fisherman, “mad a business of dealing in 
salmon rivers. It was the first Mr. Adams 
who acquainted salmon fishermen with what 
lies up here on this north shore. And they 
haven't advertised it. He bought the rights to 
many rivers and sold them to friends who 
formed clubs. The price of salmon fishing?” 
he shrugged his shoulders. “You know what 
it is to-day?” 

“You're in luck if you own a good river, 
from an investment standpoint alone, even if 
you can’t look a fish in the face. Thirty, 
forty, fifty thouvand dollars is nothing ‘for a 
hare in a good club to-day, with annual dues

besides running into two or three thousand 
a year, And yearly leases from the pro- 
vincial government are in proportion. There 
are only so many good salmon rivers in the 
world you know, particularly easily accessible 
ones, and I guess a big share of them is along 
the St. Lawrence and in Newfoundland.” 

“They're so scarce, good ones I mean, the 
member of the ordinary club doesn’t get much 
ot a run for his money at that. He'd do better 
to go to Newfoundland and fish on a free river. 
All right if he owns a north shore river, of 
course, I know one where the sixteen members 
pa‘d thirty thousand dollars each for their 
membership. Do they flock up there when they 
want to fish? They do not! They draw lots 
in two sets of eight each year for the two 
periods, June the fifteenth to July the first; 
and July the first to the fifteenth; and pay 
several thousand a year in dues besides. 
Some rivers are much higher. And they're 
all increasing in value all the time, of course. 
What they will be in the future no one knows; 
the number isn’t being added to, it grows less 
all the time, as rivers get polluted with indus- 
trial operations, logging and so on. Have you 
ever attended an auction of a salmon pool? 
No? Well, don’t miss it if you ever get a 
chance.” 

“The Moisie’s a great river,” he added. “Mrs. 
Arthur B, Lapsley of Boston, whose husband 
is a meinber, killed two hundred and thirty- 
five fish there in seventeen days in 1926, Her 
sister-in-law caught five less in the same period.= 
I don’t think either of them had ever held a 
salmon rod before either.” 

There were arguments about the weight of 
rods. “I’m using a seven-ounce rod,” boasted 
one man. “One in four got away from me 
with it last year, but my casts were bad. This 
year I hope to kill three out of four, I hooked 
fifty last year and only killed twelve.” 


“I know! I know!” broke in another impa- + 
tiently, “But you're wrong! All wrong! I've 
fished with a seven-ounce rod, with a four- 
ounce rod, too, I killed my fish, but it isn’t 
worth the trouble. When you get one you have 
to take him down to the sea to kill him. If 
there are falls near, you're lost. It’s no good! 
I’m not out for a big bag. Two or three fish 
before lunch, a couple more in the evening, 
that’s enough for me! But I want a salmon 
rod!” 

Another man put in a word for rods between 
the two extremes of ® nine foot, seven-ounce 
trout rod on the one hare and an eighteen-foot, 
twenty-two-ounce salmon rod which takes two 
hands to swing, on the other. “1 went into Dun- 


can’s in Montreal for a rod last year,” he ex- 
plained, “and they said: ‘We have one here, 
fourteen ounces, twelve feet long.’ ‘Too light,’ 


I said, ‘But a good many of our customers are 
using it and find it quite satisfactory,’ he an- 
swered, ‘All right,’ I said, and took it. It’s 
turned out very well, I think I'll try a five- 
ounce rod next year,” he said dreamily, The 
opponent of light rods looked at him in disgust, 
scowled and strode away, 
Moe , 

UT the seven-ounce man was not to be dis- 

couraged, “It's all in the way you handle 
your rod, Instead of holding your rod up high 
as you do a .wo-handed rod that weighs twenty- 
two or three ounces and is sixteen or eighteen 
feet long, you depress your light rod a bit and 
give the fish the butt, Put the strain on that 
instead of on the tip, just as you do when he 
leaps. Save the tip! That's the secret of light- 
rod fishing. And far more kick in it than with

a young tree! 


Fishing anecdotes were told, and many large 
salmon were killed in the smoking-room, “I 
brought a fellow down here o ’ the ff her- 
tan recounted, “who had never tished salmon 


‘the pool. 


before. I showed him what I could, gave him 
a good guide in his canoe and parked him at 
the head of the pool where the best fishing was. 
I took the foot of the pool. The consequence was 
that after three days he'd killed ten fish and 
I only had three. So he began to tell me what 
was wrong with my fishing. He didn’t know 
he had the best water. It was at lunch and 1] 
quite forgot that the waitress was the daughter 
of my guide, Later in the day when I was get- 
ting my tackle ready for the evening fishing, 
the guide hovered around me. I saw he had 
something on his chest, but judged it best to 
leave nim alone and let him work it.off in his 
own way, So I said nothing and went on sort- 
ing my flies out. Finally he blurted out: “That's 
all right, sir, you giving your friend the best 
end of the pool, but you must remember the 
guides like a little blood in their boat!” 

“ Right,” I caid. ‘Ill see you have some!’ So 
1 arranged that my guest and I should divide 
the fishing evenly and alternate at the head of 
The result was that at the end of 
the week when we left, even with the big start 
he had on me, 1 had seventeen fish as against 
his fifteen.” 


“That reminds me,” Another man spoke. “1 
had a greenhorn out on my river once, an el- 
derly retired En lish colonel, the kind that 
puffs and blows up like a frog. I hooked a 
fish for him, saw the hook was well punched 
in and turned the rod over to the colonel so he 
could kill the fish. He failed to notice that I’d 
turned the rod over when I hooked the fish so 
the handle of the reel would be on the right side 
and he could reel the :ish in handily, In Ire- 
land you know they fish with the reel on top 
of the rod, with the handle to the right, The 
Scotch, being thriftly, have the reel underneath 
for casting purposes and the handie on the left 
and they turn the rod over when the fish is on, 
so the handle comes up on the right and they 
can reel the fish in, 1l’m Scotch, so that’s what 
I did. 3 

The colonel refused to cast, He wouldn't 
follow the guide’s advice nor anyone else’s, He 
just sort of trolled from the canoe, flipping the 
fly out and letting it drag a short distance 
behind the canoe, Strangely enough he hooked

a fish that way, but he lost it. At dinner-time 
when I asked him how he'd made out, he splut- 
tered and puffed as he remarked reproach- 
fully with a great show of. politeness: ‘Oh, a 
good day, a very good day! But I hooked a 
fish and lost him, and to tell you the truth I 
didn't like that left-handed rod you gave me!’ 
There’s gratitude for you!” 

“That reminds me.” And we were off again. 
“When a man tells you he took so long to kill 
his fish, it doesn’t always mean he had a hard 
fight. It may mean he didn’t know how to fish, 
I was just coming ashore by the club-house 
after an evening’s fish and wo were turning 
over the canoe for the night when we saw that 
one of the members had hooked a fish. so we 
filled our pipes and stood there watching. him 
kill it. 


There was a log :an in the middle of the 
river and a swift current running alongside it. 
The river was wide and the shore dropped off 
away below the log jam. This man shouted to 
his guide to put the canoe over against the log 
jam. I turned to my companion and said: ‘Now 
if you’d had that fish, wouldn’t you guide him 
down to the shore and get the current to help 
you kill him?’ ‘Certainly I would, he said. 
We watched the fight ana I timed it. Thirty 
minutes it took to kill the fish, and he weighed 
eighteen pounds.” 


Arguments About Flies and Gaffs 


se HE next morning at breakfast one of the 

men reported he'd got up carly and had 
hooked a very large fish in that same spot, but 
it got away. That night when we came in, I 
said: “I’m going to try for that fish.’ I made 
a few casts before I got down to where the fish 
was supposed to lie. When the fly struck the 
water there, sure enough the fish nailed it. I 
didn’t say anything to the canoe-man, Unless 
he is obviously doing the wrong thing, I always 
let my canoe-man do what he wants with the 
canoe while I fish; he usually has the experi- 
ence to know what to do, This man headed 
the canoe at once for the shore below the log 
jam, just as I had suggested the night before. 
There he landed me on the beach and I killed 
the fish. He weighed twenty-nine pounds and 
it took me exactly nine minutes, as against the 
other man’s thirty minutes and eighteen 
pounds.” 

Another man was writhing with impatience. 
“That reminds me,” he broke in eagerly, and we 
were away again 

The North Shore and Newfoundland fisher- 
men took but .ittle interest in dry fly fishing, 
although a few admitted having tried it, They 
were all wet-fly men, although one did say: 
“I remember once, with three rods fishing we 
couldn’t evén get a rise until one of cur number 
tried a dry-fly and went to killing fish at once. 
The rest of us didn’t have any dry flies and 
kept on with the wet, Didn't get a thing either, 
But he did great execution with his dry-fly.” 

Some were for nets and some for gaffs. 
Others agreed it made no difference; it was 
merely a matter of whether you wanted to mar 
your fish in the side at the finish of the fight; 
with a net, the fish is simply dipped out, The 
net is a shallow contrivance eighteen inches 
wide and twenty long, with a ten-inch handle. 
In either case many a fish is lost by careless or 
unlucky gaffing or netting.

Matamek near Seven Islands,” volunteered an 
American fisherman, “always says to his 
guests: ‘Now here is a gaff and here is a net, 
Use whichever you wish,’ I use neither my- 
self,’ he added with ill-concealed modesty, ‘1 
“tail” them!’ 

. “Humph!” sniffed another with as ill-con- 
cealed disgust, “Might ac well gaff 'em in the 
first place and save all the fus! What's the 
difference how you get ’em as long as you do 
get ‘em and are’nt a hog about it? We use 
gaffs on my river. And as guides. We al) 
know the pools, And every man, yes and wom- 
en too, carries a gaff and yaffs his own fish. 
Most people on this coast do the same! I can 
‘tail’ a fish if want to, Done it lots of times 
just to see if I could. But not worth while. 
You've got to get your hand just so, right under 
the curve of his body above the tail and flip him 
ashore quickly. All nonsense!” he stalked 
away. The other man merely grinned. “Lots 
of fun, getting ’em going,” he observed, 

Many of the rivers are owned by American 
individuals and clubs, mostly from the east. A 
St. Louis man pointed some of them out. “That's 
the Mistassini river over there, just two miles 
from I'ranklin village. It’s a good salmon river. 
Leased by a northern New York fishing club. 
The Chicago Tribune gets al! of its paper from 
pulpwood here and at Shelter bay.” 

“The Blesie’s small but good, but it’s not 
fished much because of the lumbering oper- 
ations on it,” 

A North Shore native joired in che conver- 
sation, “At the foot of the Mistassini falls, 
half a mile from the sea, the salmon lie by 
thousands. You can see them, criss-crossing 
one another, they’re so quick. Once, at the 
mouth Of the river, right in the sea, I was fish- 
ing for sea trout, using a gold fly, It was ona 
rising tide and I struck a salmon. Killed him, 
too. Not very often you do that, kill a salmon 
on a fly in salt water,” and the St. Louis man 
solemnly agreed, and gazed at the other with 
new interest.

ss] OTS of queer things about salmon,” con- 

tinued the native, “Old Napoleon Comeau, 
who just died a couple of years ago in Godbout, 
was full of them. He killed fifty-seven salmon 
in one day on the Godbout.

Take the Agouanish river, 
down at the beginning of the Labrador, It’s 
ful) of salmon, and they’re ‘taking everywhere 
else, but three men from New York leased it 
this year and have been down there fishing 
hard every day for three weeks and they haven't 
had a rise yet!

Old Comeau might 
be able to explain it if he were alive. No one 
else can,” 

“The St. Lawrence Paper Company of Three 
Rivers, Quebec, has done a pretty nice thing 
for its men, It’s leased the Little Trinity river 
right near its operations for the use of its em- 
ployees. The river comes into the St. Law- 
rence between Calumet and Caribou islands, 
aaout ten miles from Trinity bay. The fish

AT A SOVIET RECEPTION IN 


T is the evening of an official Soviet recep- 

tion in Mogeow, All is quiet in the city, 

From a few illuminated house fronts a num- 
ber of red flags are waving, lit by the beams of 
a spotlight. Before the Palais om the Moskva 
stands a long line of automobiles with red flags 
and the flags of foreign countries displayed on 
their radiator caps. The Director of Protocol 
of the Commissariat for Foreign Affairs is 
standing on the staircase receiving guests. He 
is a handsome gentleman who was formerly a 
Secretary of Legation, but who has now joined 
the new regime. His name is Florinski and 
many clever stories about him are reported 
about the town, His swallow-tailed coat be- 
comes him perfectly, and he hag the amiability 
of a man of the world. In the doorway of 
the grande salle, M. and Mme, Litvinov are 
also receiving guests. Madame is English, but 
her intelligent, narrow, dark head looks more 
like a South European’s. She is an authoress 
and a very clever woman. The People’s Com- 
missar, M. Litv'nov, and all the other gentle- 
men of the Commissariat for Foreign Affairs 
look thoroughly West European: Stein, the head 
of the Central European Department, whose 
name has figured in every diplomatic conference 
of the last ten years; and his Communist col- 
league appropriately named Rothstein, Diree- 


tor of the Press Bureau of the Voreign Office 
-~a charming man and a former member of the 
old Revolutionary Guard, who was exiled before 
the War to France and the United States, He 
speaks many langueges and his knowledge is 
almost universal. M, Stomoniakov is here with 
a lady—his secretary. M. Karakhan has a very 
beautiful woman with him. There are also a 
few young secretaries from the Foreign Office, 
but the rest are foreigners except for |S! ein- 
man, the President of the Russian State Bank, 

+ sly, suave, and understanding, not wearing 
swallowtails like the other diplomats, but a din- 
ner jacket. And, last but not least, General 
Budjonny, the Red Cavalry commander. Be- 
fore the War this man was only a quartermas- 
ter in the Czar’s guard regiment; but during 
the Revolution he developed such remarkable 
qualities of leadership that he reaped great re- 
wards from the new government. 


The beau monde in Moscow is very small. 
There are a few visiting travellers, but the 
city is otherwise isolated inside the larger 
world of Russia. Except for the gentlemen of 
the Commissariat for Foreign Affairs, who are 
fficially commanded to go in for social inter: 
course with thé foreign bourgeoisie, scarcely a 
Russian dares enter the houses of the foreign 
diplomats. Even scholars and artists, none of 


whom are present this evening, hold aloof, For 
the becu monde really has no connection with 
the true Moscow, Its members live with each 
other and mect each other as often as possible. 
lt is as though they were continuing to inhabit 
an island of bourgeois customs in a country 
that had already left such customs far behind. 
Even to-day, when they are the officially-in- 
vited guests of the government, these groups 
keep almost exclusively to themselves. The few 
Russians are lost in the throng of foreigners. 
It is the pretty, conventional scene of the usual 
international set; women with their huge robe- 
de-style skirts billowing about them; girls 
dressed in light blue and pink; charming mid- 
dle-aged gentlemen with iron-gray hair at their 
temples, and young, handsome ones as well, M. 
Harbeth, the French Ambassador and dean of 
the diplomatic corps, with Mme Harbeth; the 
Italian ambassador with his very pretty wife; 
the altogether charming German charge d'af- 
faires accompanied by his spouse—all are pres- 
ent, 

One scarcely perceives that one is the guest 
of official Russia, for here the proletarian revo 
lution remains most discreetly in the back- 
ground, A baritone and a soprano, both from 
the People’s Opera, are singing—and singing 
excellently, A young man introduces the art- 
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ting, but the inspectors have stopped that, and 
it’ll come back all right now.” 

In all this talk, not only of the salmon fisher- 
men, but of all others aboard the “Nayarit,” 
there ran the golden thread of Comeau’t name, 
Napoleon Comeau, that grand old man of the 
North Shore, the self-educated mid-wife, great 
naturalist, ‘scientist to the birds,’ as one vld 
Frenchman aboaru called him, doctcr, hunter, 
justice and various other things; for he was all 
things tc all the people of the Nortn Shore be- 
fore he died. Less well-known, he labored longer 
and over a greater territory than Grenfell has. 

Netting in the rivers is now illegal, but 
Comeau claimed even that isn’t so destructive 
of salmon as other enemies. He put trout among 
the worst, They eat the spawn, Porpoises, 
both black and white, are bad. ‘They eat the 
grown fish. Seals, otter, mink and bear, he 
blacklisted. But they get killed for their skins. 
He told of seeing a mink win in a battle with 
a ten-pound salmon, But trout are preserved 
and porpoises are worthless. He ranked pike 
with trout as enemies of spawn and fry. King- 
fishers, sheldrakes, eagles, loons and ospreys 
he also named as bad. 

Comeau claimed the salmon were not de- 
creasing, but increasing. Records kept on this 
coast show more caught in nets than in the 
palmiest days of the Hudson bay when it had 
the monopoly of all the fisheries; and this ap- 
plies to comparisons made on nets set in the 
same spots as in earlier years. This only ap- 
plies to the unsettled districts of the North 
Shore, Rivers west of Quebec and for some dis- 
tance east are practically denuded of salmon. 
Netting hasn’t done it, but pollation of the 
waters has. -Jo amcunt of re-stocking can re- 
store a polluted river,
